A HISTORY AND 
OVERVIEW 


he Institute of Museum Services is a relatively youngagency.It 

was established by an Act of Congress in 1976 in response 

to the Belmont Report, an examination of the needs and 
conditions of American museums commissioned in 1969 by the 
Federal Council on the Arts and Humanities at the suggestion of S. 
Dillon Ripley, former director of the Smithsonian Institution. This 
document identified growing demands by the public upon muse- 
ums and recognized that museums were vital educational institu- 
tions with escalating operating expenses. Congressman John 
Brademas of New York, then Chairman of the House Select Com- 
mittee on Education, Congressman Sidney Yates of Illinois, Con- 
gressman Albert Quie of Minnesota, Senator Claiborne Pell of 
Rhode Island and Senator Jacob Javits of New York tock leadership 
roles in the development of the Museum Services Act which estab- 
lished the Institute of Museum Services to: 


encourage and assist museums in their educational 
role, in conjunction with formal systems of elemen- 
tary, secondary, and post-secondary education and 
with programs of nonformal education for all age 
groups; to assist museums in modernizing their meth- 
ods and facilities so that they maybe better able to 
conserve our cultural, historic, and scientific heri- 
tage; and to ease the financial burden borne by mu- 
seums as a result of their increasing use by the public. 


The Act defines museums broadly to allow the agency to support 
museums of all sizes and types throughout the country including 
aquariums, arboretums and botanical gardens, art museums, youth 
museums, general museums, historic houses and sites, history and 
anthropology museums, planetariums, science and technology 
centers, specialized museums, and zoologicai parks. 


The Museum Services Act authorizes the Director of the Institute to 
make grants following the policy direction of the National Museum 
Services Board. The Board consists of 15 members nominated by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate. Each member serves a 
term of five years and the Board meets three times each year. 


Originally placed in the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare; in 1984 the Institute of Museum Services became an inde- 
pendent agency — part of the National Foundation for the Arts and 
Humanities. 


Today, while museums’ need for federal support is as great as ever, 
their service to the public has increased -—- museum visitation is 
estimated at over 600 million annually, three times the amount 
reported in the 1969 Belmont Report. Museums’ contributions as 
centers of learning have grown, and millions of Americans depend 
on them to provide a wide range of educational services for school 
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children, adults, teachers and families. Museums care for the 
artistic, historical and scientific collections that represent our 
cultural heritage. They are uniquely financed educational insti- 
tutions; without charging tuition they provide lifelong educa- 
tional services to all segments of the public. Their economic 
health depends upon creatively maintaining a balance of public, 
private and museum generated sources. 


PROGRAMS 


Since 1978, the National Museum Services Board has believed 
that the Institute could best serve museums of all disciplines and 
budget sizes through offering competitive awards for general 
operating support based on the overall vitality of the institution. 
The General Operating Support award serves to promote profes- 
sional standards of museum operations and is an achievement 
that assists museums in leveraging private funds. Museum direc- 
tors often report that support for operations is the most difficult 
type of assistance to raise and the National Museum Services 
Board has continually reaffirmed that providing assistance for 
fundamental operating expenses is the best way to assist muse- 
ums in carrying out their valuable educational role. 


In 1981, the IMS made its first Museum Assessment Program 
awards. The program is designed to offer technical assistance to 
help museums achieve professional museum standards. Applica- 
tion and reporting requirements are kept as uncomplicated as 
possible to provide an easily accessible source of direction and 
sound advice for small institutions. Currently there are three MAP 
programs focusing on overall operations, collections care and 
maintenance, and public service. 


In 1984, Congress appropriated funds for the IMS to study the 
conservation needs of museums. The study entitled Collections 
Management, Maintenance, and Conservation, conducted by the

erving as Chairman of the National Museum Services Board for 

the past six years has been both a privilege and a challenge. 
Museums are vital centers of learning. As the nation addresses 
economic and social concerns through education, opportunities 
for museums to serve families, communities, and schools are 
growing. Museums are meeting these increased expectations with 
vigor and ingenuity. 


Assisting smaller and emerging museums has been a focus of this 
Board. Small museums serve their own and wider communities in 
unique and multiple ways. In 1992, the Board met in Reno, Nevada 
to hear from small museums about their concerns and needs. This 
meeting set the framework for the subsequently Congressionally- 
mandated IMS National Needs Assessment for Small, Emerging, 
Rural and Minority Museums. One outcome of this study was the 
focus of IMS Museum Leadership Initiatives in 1993 on mentoring 
relationships between small and large museums. And in 1994, IMS 
initiated a special program of Technical Assistance Grants for these 
museums. IMS continues to serve small museums through the 
Museum Assessment Program offered by the American Associa- 
tion of Museums. 


Since 1981, the IMS has served small museums through the Mu- 
seum Assessment Program administered by the American Asso- 
ciation of Museums. This program is held in high regard through- 
out the museum community. The Professional Services Program 
also helps museum associations meet the special needs of small 
museums. Since 1990, the Conservation Assessment Program 
a.ministered by the National institute for the Conservation of 
Cultural Property has provided a means for small museums to 
perform collections and environment surveys which are key to 
assuring proper collections care. 


Inits policy-making role, the National Museum Services Board has 
stressed the central importance of General Operating Support 
grants. Basic nal support so crucial to amuseum’s ability 
to fulfill its mission is often difficult to raise. The Board has solicited 
comments about this program from hundreds of museum profes- 
sionals through internal and external evaluations. Of primary 
concem is that each year so many high quaiity applicants do not 
receive a grant due to lack of funds. To increase the number of 
grantees, increase grantees’ ability to plan, and decrease the time 
spent completing applications, the GOS award was changed to a 
two-year grant. In an effort to improve the quality of peer review 
and reports, the Institute has intensified its training program for 
reviewers. 


The Institute of Museum Services is committed to serving all types 
of museums, small and large, in urban, suburban and rural com- 
~nunities. During the past six years, the National Museum Services 
Board has greatly appreciated the splendid IMS leadership of Lois 
Burke Shepard, Daphne Wood Murray, Susannah Simpson Kent, 
and Linda Bell. Our new Director, Diane B. Frankel is providing 


outstanding leadership. 


Looking to the future, the current National Museum Services Board 
is deeply grateful for having had the opportunity to serve and 


welcome as their successors a splendid new Board. 
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This policy-making board, appointed by the President and confirmed by the United States Senate, meets 
three times a year to review the programs and policies of the Institute of Museum Services. The board is 
composed of individuals who are dedicated to increasing the health and vitality of the Nation's museums.

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Conservation Project Supportgrants are competitive awards that assist museums with conservation care 
projects for both living and non-living collections. The program's goal is to encourage museum administra- 
tors to develop far-sighted, long-term plans for the conservation care of their collections. IMS provides 
matching funds to museums for projects such as general surveys of collection and environmental 
conditions, the treatment and conservation of specific objects in collections, research and training in 
conservation methods and techniques, and species survival activities. These grants normally do not exceed 
$25,000 and require a 100 percent match by the applicant. Applications are reviewed by conservation 


professionals serving as peer reviewers.
